in addition to having some distinctly 
his own. 


The writer still holds to the opinion 


tlat the fight is genuine and mui 
more serious than Quay has dared to 
admit. It will decide whether Quay 
shall continue as supreme boss of the 
state or whether the scepter shall pass 
into younger, if not less corrupt, hand".

ernor of the state of Pennsylvania, suggest 


band wagon in their own hands, leav- 
ing Quay to clamber in, follow along 
behind, or sulk in his tent, as might 
please him best. 
Everything done 


since that time by these men indicates 
that this was their 
determination. 


The situation dawned on Quay when 
he was deliberately ignored in the 
Pittsburg deal, if he did not suspect it 
before, and he realized that desperate 
measures were necessary to maintain 
him at the head of his dishonored king- 


dom. 
Elkin must be defeated, but 


how? Heretofore Quay could say to

hand and also to induce the plow boy 
who yearns to be governor to hold off 
four years. 
Having settled whith the 


man who owned the delegates and the 
man who was to have their support, 
what difference did it make to the 
other 750,000 voters of the state? 


Tne commercial statesmen were cor- 


rect in the diagnosis of their case as 
far as the man with the delegates was 
concerned. Like Barkis, he was "will- 
in"' because the stakes were large. 
This was indeed encouraging, for it 
led to the hope that the man with the 
gubernatorial bee in his hat could be 
won in like manner, for th? sum was a 
goodly priza to look upon, and besides, 
the man with the big bunch of dele- 
gates had been persuaded that for tbe 
sake of peace and harmony the plow 
boy would better wait until a more 
convenient season.

LOBD PADNOEPOTE 


fote.ot Preston, G. C. B , G C. M. G., 
the first ambassador to the United 
States, and the dean of the diplomatic 
ccrps in Washington, was born in 
Munich, Bavaria, seventy-fcur years 
ago and was the issue of one of the 
most ancient of British families, whose 
history is founded in the Doomsday 
book. Educated as a lawyer, his gov- 
ernment services began in Hong Kongi 
as attorney general, in 18G5, 
and after 


much valuable colonial experience he 
came to Washington, in 1330, first as 
minister and afterward as first ambas- 
sador. 


In 1872 Sir Julian was made chief 


justice of the Leeward islands. 
When 


he returned to England Sir Julian was 
offered, and accepted, the office of legal 
assistant under secretary of state at 
the colonial office. 
Some time after 


this a similar post was created in the 
foreign office and the new position was 
tendered to Sir Julian and from 1882 
until 1889 he discharged the onerous 
and responsible duties of the import- 
ant post in a most creditable manner. 
During the Beaconefield administra- 
tion he was made a commander of the 
Bath (C. B) and also a knight eomr 
mander of St. Michael and St. George 
(K C. M. Or.) While Gladstone was 
prime minister he was made perma- 
nent under secretary of state. For his 
excellent services the queen conferred 
on him, in 1380, the grand cross of the 
Order of St. Michael and St. George 
(K 0 M. G) In 1888 he was made a 
knight commander of the Order of the 
Bath (K C. B.) In 1893 he was created 
a member of H. M. privy council, which 
confers the title of right honorable. 
Personally Sir Julian was a magnificent 
physical specimen of English manhood 
and his chivalrous manners and cordial 
"hcspitalit/made lam iT very popular 
member of the diplomatic corps at 
Washington. He was married, in 1858, 
to Selina Bitzgerald. They have four 
charming daughters, who are great 
favorites in the society circles of the 
national capital. His service here has 
been one unbroken record of successful 
diplomacy. Soon after Secretary Hay 
assumed office Lord Pauncefote began 
the task which he himself regarded as 
the greatest accomplishment of his 
busy life, namely, to forever set at rest 
the question growing out of the old 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and he entered 
with energy again upon negotiations, 
the result of which was the framing of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, recently 
ratified. For these valuable services 
the British government did Lord 
Pjuncefote the honor to three times 
extend the term of his service at Wash- 
ington, which would otherwise have 
ceased when he attained the age of 
seventy years.

NEW UULE. 


A new rule relating to the admission 


of attorneys was adopted on May 28, as 
follows: 


There shall be appointed annually by the 


court at the first term thereof a board of 
examiners which shall consist of five mem- 
bers of the bar; the first one named to be 
chairman and the second one named shall 
be secretary of the board. It Ehall.be the 
duty ot said board to examine all persons 
wbo shall desire to become students at law 
as provided in Section 1 of Rule 10 as well 
as all applicants for admission to the bar 
as provided in Section 9 of Rule 10. Every 
examination for admission to the bar shall 
consist partly of written questions to be 
answered in writing by the applicant, 
which questions and answers shall be re- 
ported by the board to the court. The ap- 
plicant shall cause to be filed in tbe pro- 
thonotary's office, and to be presented to 
the court before admission, a certificate 
signed by all the examiners who were 
present at his examination, including at 
least a majority of said board, that he is 
sufficiently qualified for admission to the 
bar and that thev have received satisfac- 
tory evidence of his good moral character. 
The amendment to Section 9, Rule 10, 
adopted September 16, 1891, requiring ap- 
plicants for admission to the bar to be ex- 
amined in open court, is abrogated.

George T. Oliver, who have been close- 
ly identified with the Republican state 
machine, made the principal address, 
in which he vigorously denounced the 
political oligarchy that has heaped 
such odium upon the fair name of 
Pennsylvania.

rather for its party leaders. We must 
purify it by purging it of its debauched 
leaders 


"Take the elections in the city of 


Philadelphia 
within the past year. 


The boast has been made that what- 
ever votes the state organization lacks 
to carry the state Philadelphia can 
produce by stuffing the ballot boxes. 
Some of these ballot box stuffers were 
arrested, but skipped their bail. The 
state should be rid of such as they. 


"As for the last legislature, I blush 


in shame for it. It was simply a pool of 
rank bribery, robbery and corruption. 
Our county organization leadtrs have 
grown rich by debauching themselves 
and their satellites. Their corruption 
begins at the jury wheel and ends at 
the pardon board, and from these two 
points falsehood, deceit and bribery 
are rife. A man is not wanted by the

"Last summer a lot of officeholders 


^Cere thrown out of jobs in Pittsburg 
and the bosses went up to the court 
house and said : 'We want places for 
10 or 12 men. right away.'

senate in opposition 


to the administration's policy in the 
Philippines, the venerable George Fris- 
bie Hoar, of Massachusetts, a member 
of the Republican party since it was 
organized, on Thursday of last week 
delivered the most impressive speech 
of this session of congress. Mr. Hoar 
is in harmony with his party on all 
questions except expansion. He has 
made a number of notable addresses in 
opposition to the imperialistic policy 
of the go/arnment. 
His ringing ora- 


tion of Thursday will go down in his- 
tory as one of the greatest speeches of 
the senate. 
When Mr. Hoar ceased 


speaking he was applauded to the echo, 
many Republican senators who do not 
endorse the principles enunciated by 
Mr. Hoar joining in the applause. It 
was a remarkable tribute to the elo- 
quence, ability and strength of the dis- 
tinguished statesman. The papers of 
the country, almost as aunit, referred to 
Senator Hoar's speech in glowing terms. 
Even those who are ardent advocates 
the administration's Philippine policy 
acknowledged that it was an able,force- 
ful and comprehensive speech. 


As before stated, Mr. Hoar has fre- 


quently turned the searah-light of truth 
upon Philippine matters. The Repub- 
licans in the senate while speaking on 
the question have strenuously avoided 
one of the essential points at issue, 
namely, who is responsible for present 
conditions in the islands. They have 
upbraided the Democrats for attack- 
ing the American army when the fol- 
lowers of Jefferson denounced the con- 
duct of the war in the Orient. The 
criticism of the Democrats is only a 
condemnation of the course the United 
States soldiers were ordered to pursue 
by the White House officials. 
The 


troops did not inaugurate the policy 
of conquest and aggrandizement. They 
only obeyed orders. 
The denuncia- 


tion is not hurled against the army but 
against the bureaucrats whcse orders 
the soldiers were compelled to obey. 
The Massachusetts senator clearly ex- 
plained this phase of the question the 
other day when he quoted the officers 
sent by Admiral Dewey befcre we in- 
vested the $20,000,000 and gav« the fol- 
lowing description of Philippine condi- 
tions as represented by these officers: 
"That was three years ago or there- 
about*. The people were then living 


in peaceful and quiet villages, govern- 
ing themselves, with their schools and 
their libraries and their kindly hospi- 
tality and their musical instruments 
and their Christian churches, and they 
were forty times as friendly to the 
United States as they are now, were 
they not? They received cur people as 
a Newfoundland dog follows his mas- 
ter—with love and worship. 
There 


were not any guerrillas at'acking them 
for that. They did not have to be pro- 
tected against their own countrymen 
then. There was all the friendliness 
there and none of the danger from 
guerrillas." 


Senator 
H"ar declared that the 


changed condition—from peace and 
happiness to guerrilla warfare and the 
kill, burn, hang and torture methods 
now in vogue—was "brought about by 
that which brings it about everywhere 
on the face of the earth, which has 
brought it about, or something like it, 


from the bpginni-g of time, and which 
will bring it about until time shall bs 
no more, if the nature of man remains 


the same. 


'•It was brought about by the fact 


that an alien government, without 
right and without justice and without 
title, has undertaken to deprive those 
men of thepesc-ful self-government 


which they were enjoying and to 
baffl1. and tramp', out the aspiration 
for their national independence which 
they had. This guerrilla warfare, the 
barbarity, so far as the people were 
partly savage; the civilized warfare 
so far as they were partly civilized, 
follows what we did when we at- 
tempted to impise our authority on 
that people by the inevitable law 
which God has planted in the heart of 
man, and which fo^ows it as surely 
and as inevitably as the night follows 
the day." 


The senator said he did not care 


whether the guerrilla began it or the 
soldier who administered the water- 
cure began it—"when you made that 
unfortunate claim of sovereignty, if 
you heeded the warning of England in 
India, of 'England in South Africa, 
or of human nature everywhere the 
round world over, you knew exactly 
that this condition of things would 
happen, and the reconcentration camp 
and the guerrilla and the danger and 
discomfort in their homes to that 
peaceful people, and barbarity on one 
side or the other, are the fruits of the 
tree you planted when you ratified the 
Spanish treaty." 


As the Pittsburg Post says, in refer- 


ring to this statement of Mr. Hoar, 
"the responsibility began and has 
been maintained by the administra- 
tion at Washington, under HcKinley 
and Roosevelt. 
There is no getting 


away from this. It is the fundamen- 
tal and basic truth."

NEW YORK, May 27.—If one sits down 


and takes in all he can read in the 
newspapers he must naturally fall into 
a disease known as the big head. There 
was a time within my memory when 
the big head was known to very few. 
That thing is all past now and it is 
generally conceded that the wholesale 
robberies at present prevailing would 
hardly be tolerated by the guardians of 
our peace fifty years ago; these ancient 
knights were encased in an armor of 
steel, but the armor of the present pro- 
tector defends him from steal and so 
he walks in open day with those who 
know the value at addition, division 
and silence. New York is not the first 
place where its public officials profit 
by the motto of these three patent ar- 
ticles which, though you might be at 
a loss in your division of this marvel- 
ous motto, yet here we are hoping and 
desiring that we are no better than our 
present rulers have been and expect to 
be to real!z3 the blessings of self-gov- 
ernment. Every day as we go forward 
in the searching of the proofs against 
the infamy of the latest police genera- 
tion we ask ourselves if there is not 
some place of safety where the wearied 
saint shall rest his tired wing. As yet 
we have not found that place, but we 
keep on hoping. The flagrant sinners 
do not appear to have the slightest 
fear, for now delving in sinners' ground 
they know and fold themselves in com 
fort which may destroy the devil's 
vineyard and that job past they may 
invade the task of sinners greater or 
lesser than themselves. Why, it was 
only the other day that that much 
abused official, William S. Davery, ex- 
chief of police, dashed down the boule 
vard in one of the most magnificent 
turnouts that has been seen on that 
stupendous route since the opening of 
this spring. The prevailing color w: 
the brightest of blues, flecked with

Quite a number of times 
the goody-goodys have thought that 
they had meshed the golden bird, but 
at every time they failed, and to-day 
they are as far off as ever, and unless 
they change their methods they never 
will succeed. Around police headquar- 
ters are a nu mber of men who pose as 
detectives and while they may not be 
duly commissioned, they get from some 
mysterious power within the straight 
tip of danger coming, and by the time 
the saints have made all preparations 
to pounce down upon the gamblers as 
did the Assyrian of old at the Persian 
feast of Sennacherib, the saints found 
what the fools had not, a pile of prayer 
books, seventy-two boxes of hymns and 
four baskets of ivory chips represent- 
ing thousands of dollars when planked 
on the red or black,also a billiard table, 
only this and nothing more, and it is 
now whispered that a certain promi- 
nent official has put up the billiard 
table in his back'parlor, and woe betide 
any tenderfoot who comes to town 
thinking he might profit by his knowl- 
edge of this skilful game; the chances 
will b3 a hundred to one that he goes 
back home upon his uppers and cursing 
his folly for ever visiting that grand 
old city, New York. 
We have sin 


enough of our own without loading 
ourselves with the crimes of other sin- 
ners no better than we are. Read, if 
you please, of the vast loads of convicts 
that are dumped on us every day from 
foreign lands, and we are expected to 
find shelter and food for an army of 
such people, whose proper home would 
be the penitentiary or state's prison. 
The real sterling old New Yorker, and 
that ancient old village of Brooklyn, 
has virtue enough if they could use it 
to save from destruction a hundred Sod- 
oms, but since uniting with the Great- 
er New York they have not added much 
to their higher moral character. In all 
these small adjoining towns, and even 
in the large ones, there was no perma- 
nent shelter for these midnight birds 
of prey. The cabmen are supposed to 
know every place where the devil sits 
at midnight, and shows him to those 
palaces where the more you put down 
the less you take up, till at last you 
find yourself robbed of every cent, your 
pocket book gone, your watch is now 
ticking the time for somebody else and 
the magistrate before whom yon are 
brought kindly advises you to take the 
first train for your home in the coun- 
try and warns you against the danger 
of midnight slumming in this imperial 
city. 


We are now having 
a strange 


mixture in our city government; one 
ingredient is military and the other 
is civil, or indeed I might say uncivil. 
That statement is about the easiest 
way of understanding the situation. 
Our mayor, Sath Low, lately the head 
of the Columbia university, is civil 
through and through, from the crown 
of his head to the sole of his foot, noth- 
ing but civil. Our police commissioner, 
Colonel Partridge, is pre-eminently a 
military man; he believes in military 
government and administers the law 
as he finds it according to the letj 
ter and the spirit. 
The difference be- 


tween these two administrators of our 
government is right here. One believes 
in a door closed tight as a drum and 
the other believes in a door partially 
opened, where a thirsty sinner can 
squeeze through and get almost any 
tipple he. desires, f rom appollinaris to a 
whisky sour. I don't see why they are 
going to make an example of Coney Is- 
land or whether our police look upon it 
as a sort of tenderloin, where a solid for- 
tune can be reached in a very short 
tiin?, and, like many of the saints who 
have gone before, he can sport his 
steam yacht at the ocean races or his 
automobile or fast trotters on the boule- 
vard. 
It is only a short time since 


our police commissioner consulted with 
some of his friends who had formerly 
bsen prominent in the city govern- 
ment, and he wanted to know why it 
was that the police were averse to go- 
ing to Coney Island. 
Whether it was 


on account of the hard work or that 
many of them were so far away from 
their homes, they thoroughly disliked 
a position at our favorite watering 
place, the violations of the law were 


numerous and the «rr«iti of the law- 
breakers were lew. "Let us see," said 
one of his friends, "if this is really the 
case." Accordingly word was sent for 
fifty volunteers to go to Coney Island, 
and the result was that in a single day 
the applicants were five hundred and 
two days later the number was in- 
creased by t»o hundred more. 
Our 


soldier commissioner did not known 
what to make of it, so he thought he 
would go down to Coney Island and 
take a look for himself. 
He tramped 


over the beach to that magnificent 
hotel that taboos Jews and Gentiles, 
down to the point where the devil holds 
high jinks from late Saturday night 
to Monday morning'. 
I am not quite 


sure, but a change of any kind would 
be much the better, for tinder no con- 
dition could it be much worse. It was 
only last Saturday night a woman was 
leaning against a counter.in one of the 
resorts and suddenly drbpped-dead on 
the floor. A respectable young woman 
who had been seeing the sights with 
her husband and a friend, seeing the 
policeman stripping the clothes from 
the fallen woman, ran over, intending 
to offer her services, and icquired of 
the policeman what was the matter. 
He turned on her with that politeness 
for which Coney Island is celebrated, 
and said "It is none of your d— busi- 
ness I" Yet Colonel Partridge, the com- 
missioner, could find nothing in Coney 
Island that would make a change de- 
sirable. The keepers of the vilest 
dens on the island conducted our 
worthy police commissioner through 
their places and assured him that their 
establishments were conducted on the 
highest scale of virtue and religions 
sentiment, just as they had been in 
the past and certainly would be in the 
future as long as he was police com 
missioner. That excellent gentleman 
smiled at the compliments and thanke< 
them for their good opinion and then 
proceeded on his tour of observation, 
and at the end of it cama to the con 
elusion that Coney Island was not a 
bad piece to live in and on Sundays 
every saloon was closed up tight as a 
drum. The reason of Mayor Low's sud 
den liberality was because Pfingster 
the German holiday, was near, and the

the act, no mercy was accorded him 
but as an evidence of the task this 
brave lady undertook, her statue was 
raised in Coventry, where it may be 
seen to this day. This grand picture 
brought, under the hammer in 1 
the enormous sum of one thoueanc 
dollars. 


The fine arts have advanced among 


us and so great is the present concep- 
tion of this work it could hardly be 
bought for love or money.

Ennis is placed at the head of our 
American artists and in music we have 
also advanced. Dudley Buck is placed 
at the head of American composers 
and beside being a composer he is one 
of the most prominent performers on 
the organ there is in the United States, 
and here is a point that demands con- 
sideration.

M I L I T A R Y M E T H O D S 


In the Inlandi Denounced »« Embodiment 


of Savagery—The Cost of Imperial- 


lam. 


Hon. George F. Hoar, the venerable 


Republican senator of Massachusetts, 
made a notable speM^b. in the senate on 
Thursday of last week in which he se- 
verely denounced the administration's 
policy in the Philippines. Senator Hoa: 
said in part: 


Mr. President:—I have something 


to say, which I will say as briefly 
and as 
compactly as I may, upon 


the pending bill. 
We have to deal 


with a territory 10,000 miles away. 
1,200 miles in extent, containing 10,- 
000,000 people. A majority of the sen- 
ate think that people are under the 
American flag and lawfully subject to 
our authority. We are not at war with 
them or with anybody. The country 
is in a condition of profound peace as 
well as of unexampled prosperity. 


We are not at war. We made peace 


with Spain on the 14th day of Pebrua 
ry, 1899. Congress has never declared 
war with the people of the Philippim 
islands. The president has never as 
sorted nor usurped the power to do it 
We are only doing on a large scale ex 
actly what we have done at home with 
in a few yeara past, where the military 
forces of the United States have been 
called out to suppress a riot or a tu 
mult or a lawless assembly, too strong 
for the local authorities. 
You have 


the same right to administer the wate 
torture, or to hang men by the thumbs 
to exhort confessions, in one case a 
in the other. 
You have the sam 


right to do it in Cleveland or Pittsburg 
or at Colorado Springs as you have tc 
do it within the Philippine islands 
I have the same right as an American 
citizen or an American senator to dis 
cuss the conduct of a marshal or a con 
stable or a captain in Pitteburg or in 
Cleveland if there were a labor rio 
there. 


That duty I mean to perform to th 


best of my ability, fearlessly as be 
comes an American citizen, and honest 
ly as becomes an American senator. 


But I have an anterior duty and a: 


anterior right to talk about the actio: 
of the American senate, both in th 
past and in the present, for which, as n 
man will deny, I have my full share o 
personal responsibility. 


The senator from Ohio, in his ver, 


brilliant and forcible speech, which 
heard with delight and instruction 
said that we were bound to restor 
order in the Philippine islands, and w 
cannot leave them till that should b 
done. He said we were bound to kee 
the faith we pledged to Spain in th 
treaty, and that we were bound, bef or 
we-left, to see that secured. He saic 
we were bound, especially, to look ou 
for the safety of the Filipinos wh 
had been our friends, and that w 
could not, in honor, depart until tha 
should be made secure. 


All that, Mr. President, is true. S 


far as I know, no man has doubted il 
But these things are not what we ar 
fighting for; not one of them. 


You are fighting for sovereignty 


You are fighting for the principle o 
eternal dominion over that people, an 
that is the only question in issue in th 
conflict. We said in the case of Cub 
that she had a right to be free and in 
dependent. 
If yon had done to Cub 


as you have done to the Philippic 
islands, who had exactly the sam 
right, you would be at this moment 
in Cuba, just where Spain was when 
she excited the indignation of the civil 
ized world and we compelled her to le 
go. And if you had done in the Phil 
ippines as you did in Cuba, you wonlc 
be to-day or would soon be in thos 
islands as you are in Cuba. 


But you made a totally different dec 


laration about the Philippine islands 
You undertook in the treaty to acquir 
sovereignty over her 
for yourself 


which that people denied. 
You de 


dared not only in the treaty, but in 
many public utterances in this cbam 
her and elsewhere, that you had a righ 
to buy sovereignty with money, or ti 
treat it as the spoils of war or the 
booty of battle. 
The moment you 


made that declaration the Filipin 
people gave you notice that they treat 
ed it as a declaration of war. So your 
generals reported, and so Aguinaldo 
expressly declared. The president sen 
an order to take forcible possession, by 
military power, of those islands. Gen 
eral Otis tried to suppress it, but i 
leaked out at Iloilo through Genera 
Miller. General Otis tried to suppress 
it and substitute that they should 
have all the rights of the most favored 
provinces. He stated that he did tha 
because he knew the proclamation 
would bring on war. And the next 
day Aguinaldo covered the walls o: 
Manila with a proclamation stating 
what President McKinley had done, 
and saying that if that were persisted 
in he and his people would fight, and 
General McArthur testified that Agui- 
naldo represented the entire people. 
So yon deliberately made up the issue 
for a fight for dominion on one side 
and a fight for liberty on the other. 


This debate for the last three years 


has contained many audacities. One 
thing, however, no senator has been 
audacious enough to affirm, and that 
is that if he were a Filipino, as he is 
an American, he would not do exactly, 
saving only acts of cruelty, as the 
Filipino has done. 


I find myself beset with one difficul- 


ty whenever I undertake to debate this 
question. I am to discussand denounce 
what seems to me one of the most fool- 
ish and wicked chapters in history. 
Yet I am compelled to admit that the 
men who are responsible for it are 
neither foolish nor wicked. 
On the 


contrary, there are no men on the face 
of the earth with whom on nearly all 
other subjacts I am in general more in 
accord, to whose sound judgment or 
practical sagacity I am more willing 
to defer, or to whose patriotism or 
humanity I am more willing to commit 
the honor or the fate of the republic. 


Yon also, my imperialistic friends, 


have had your ideals and your senti- 
mentalities. One is that the flag shall 
never be hauled down where it has 
once floated. Another is that you will 
not talk or reason with a people with 
arms in their hands. Another is that 
sovereignty over an unwilling people 
may be bought with gold. And anoth- 
er is that sovereignty may be got by 
force of arms, as the booty of battle or 
the spoils of victory. 


What has been the practical states- 


manship which comes from your ideals 
and your sentimentalities ? You have 
waited six hundred millions of treas-

ure. You have sacrificed nearly 10,000 
American lives—the flower of our 
youth. You have devasted provinces. 
Yon have slain uncounted thousands 
of the people you desire to benefit. 
You have established reconcentration 
camps. 
Your generals are coining 


home from their harvest, bringing 
their sheaves with them in the shape 
of other thousands of sick and wound- 
ed and insane to drag out miserable 
lives, wrecked in body and mind. You 
make the American flag in the eyes of 
a numerous people the emblem of sac- 
rilege in Christian churches, and of 
the burning of human dwellings, and 
of the horror of the water torture. 
Your practical statesmanship, which 
disdains to take George Washington 
and Abraham Lincoln or the soldiers 
of the revolution or the civil war as 
models, has looked in some cases to 
Spain for your example. I believe— 
nay, I know—that in general our offi- 
cers are humane. But in some cases 
they have carried on your warfare 
with a mixture of American ingenuity 
and Castilian cruelty. 


Your practical 
statesmanship has 


succeeded in converting a people who 
three years ago were ready to kiss the 
hem of the garment of the American 
and to welcome him as a liberator 
who thronged after your men when 
they landed on those islands with 
benediction and gratitude, into sullen 
and irreconcilable enemies, possessed 
of a hatred which centuries canno 
eradicate. 


The practical statesmanship of the 


Declaration of Independence and the 
Golden Rule would have cost nothing 
but a few kind words. They would 
have bought for you the great title 
of liberator and benefactor, which 
your fathers won for your country in 
the South American republics and in 
Japan and which you have won in 
Cuba. They would have bought for 
you the undying gratitude of a grea' 
and free people and the undying glory 
which belongs to the name of libera 
tor. That people would have felt for 
you as Japan felt for you when she 
declared last summer that she owec 
everything to the 0nited States o: 
America. 


What have your ideals cost you, anc 


what have they bought for*you ? 


1. For the Philippine islands you 


have had to repeal the Declaration o: 
Independence. 


For Cuba you have had to reaffirm i 


and give it new lustre. 


2. For the Philippine islands you 


have had to convert the Monroe Doc 
trine into a doctrine of mere selfish' 
nesa. 


For Cuba you have acted on it anc 


vindicated it. 


3. In Cuba you have got the eterna' 


gratitude of a free people. 


In the Philippine islands you have 


got the hatred and sullen submission 
of a subjugated people. 


4. From Cuba you have brought 


home nothing but glory. 


From the Philippines you have 


brought home nothing of glory. 


5. In Cuba no man thinks of count- 


ing the cost. The few soldiers who 
came home from Cuba wounded or sick 
carry abont their wounds and their 
pale faces as if they were medals o: 
honor. 
What soldier i glories in 


wound or an empty sleeve which he 
got in the Philippines ? 


G The con tt'ct in the Philippines has 


cost you 
£000,000,000, thousands of 


American soldiers—the flower of your 
youth—the health and sanity of thous- 
ands more, and hundreds of thousands 
of Filipinos slain. 


Another price we have paid as the 


result of your practical statesmanship. 
We have sold out the right, the old 
American right, to speak out the sym- 
pathy which is in our hearts for peo- 
ple who are desolate and oppressed 
everywhere on the face of the earth. 


I read the other day in a Nebraska 


paper a terrible story of the passage 
through Omaha of a carload of mani- 
acs from the Philippine islands. The 
story, I believe, has been read in the 
senate. I telegraphed to Omaha to the 
editor of a paper of high reputation; 
I believe, a zealous supporter of the 
policy of imperialism, to learn if the 
story was authentic. I am told in re- 
ply, and am glad to know it, that the 
picture is sensational and exaggerated, 
but the substantial fact is confirmed 
that the load of young soldiers passed 
through that city lately, as other like 
cargoes have passed through before, 
maniacs and broken in mental health 
as the result of service in the Philip- 
pine islands. 


Mr. President, every one of those 


maniacs, every one of the many like 
'reights of horror that come back to 
us from the Philippine islands was 
ince an American boy, the delight' of 
some American 
home-, fairer 
and 


lobler in his jasog promise, as we 
ike to think, than any other in the 
rorld over. Ah, Mr. President, it was 


not $30,000,000 that we paid as the 
price of sovereignty. It was the souls 
of these boys of ours that entered into 
the cost. When yon determined by 
me vote to ratify the Spanish treaty; 
vhen you determined by one vote to 
defeat the Bacon resolution; when 
you declared in the McEnery resoln- 
)ion, that we would dispose of that 
people as might b? for the interest of 
he United States; when the senator 
rom Wisconsin said we would not 
alk to a people who had arms in their 
lands, although 
they begged that 


here should be no war, and that we 
rould at least hear them; when some 
f you went about the country declar- 
ng that the flag never should be haul- 
d down where it once floated, you did 
tot know, because in your excitement 
nd haste your intelluctual vision was 
izzled with empire, yon did not know 
hat this was to come. Bnt you might 
ava known it. A little redaction and 
little reason would have,told you. I 
•onder if the Republican, editor who 


made that known was attacking the 
American army. I wonder if those of 
us who do not like that are the friends 
or the enemies of the American sol- 
dier. 


I cannot understand bow any man 


certainly how any intelligent student 
of history, could have failed to foretel 
exactly what has happened when we 
agreed to the Spanish treaty. Every 
thing that has happened since has 
been the natural, inevitable, inexor 
able result of the policy you then de 
Glared. 


If you knew anything of human 


nature you knew that the great doc 
trine that just government depends on 
the consent of the governed, as appliei 
to the relation of one p°ople to an 
other, has its foundation in the natur 
of man itself. 
No people will.submit 


if it can be helped, to the rule of any 
people. You muet have known per 
fectly well, if yon had stopped to con 
sider that so far as the Philippine peo 
pie were like us, they would do exact! 
what we did and would do again in 
like case. So far as they were civi! 
ized they would resist you with al 
the power of civilized war. So far a 
they were savage they would resis 
you by all the methods of savage war 
fare. 


You never could eradicate from th 


hearts of that people by force the lov 
of liberty which God put there. 


For He that worketh high and wise, 


Nor pauseth in His plan, 


Will take the sun out of the skies 


Ere freedom out of man. 


This war, if you call it war, ha 


gone on for three years. It will go o 
in some form for three hundred years 
unless this policy be abandoned. Yo 
will undoubtedly have tim=s of peac 
and quiet, or pretended submission 
You will buy men with titles, or offic< 
or salaries. You will intimidate cow- 
ards. You will get pretended an 
fawning submission. 
The land wi 


smile and smile and seem at peace 
But the volcano will be there. Th 
lava will break out again. You ca 
never settle this thing until you sett' 
it right. 


I believe the American army, officer 


and soldiers, to be made up o( as brav 
and humane men, in general, as eve 
lived. They have done what has al 
ways been done, and until huma 
nature shall change, always will b 
done in all like conditions. The chie 
guilt is on the heads of those wh 
created the conditions. 


One thing, however, I am bound t 


say in all frankness. I do not kno' 
but my statement may be challengec 
But I am sure that nearly every wel 
informed man who will hear it or re a 
it wiE know that it is true. That i 
that you will never get officers o 
soldiers in the standing army, as 
rule, to give testimony which the 
think will be disagreeable to thei 
superiors or to the war departmen 
I have letters in large numbers mysel: 
I believe every senator in this body 
who is expected to do anything t 
inquire into these atrocities, has ha 
abundant letters to the effect which 
state. 


The private soldier who has ende 


his term of service or who expects t 
end it and return to private life i 
under less restraint. But when h 
tells his story he is met by the state 
ment of an officer, in some cases, tha 
it is well known that private soldier 
are in the habit of "drawing the Ion 
bow," to use the phrase of one genera 
whose name has been brought int 
this discussion. In other words, tbes 
generals are so jealous of the honor o 
the army, and their own, that the, 
confine their jealousy to the honor o 
the officers, and expect you to rejec 
these things on the assertion that th 
soldier is an habitual liar, and then 
they reproach the men who complain 
with being indifferent to the honor o 
the army. 


Gentlemen tell us that the Filipino 


are savages, that they have infiictei 
torture, that they have dishonored ou: 
dead and outraged the living. That very 
likely may be true. Spain said the 
same thing of the Cubans. We have 
made the same charges against ou 
own countrymen in the disturbed days 
after the war. The reports of com 
mittees and the evidence in the docu 
ments in our library are full of them 
But who ever heard before of an 
American gentleman, or an American 
who took as a rule for his own conduct 
;he conduct of hie antagonist, or who 
claimed that the republic should act as

There may be in the room 
some object that is in tone sympathy 
with some particular note, and that 
will be set in motion by it when that 
note is sounded.

Birds do not eat fireflies, and even 


bats, which seem to eat everything 
else that they can chew or swallow, 
never touch a lightning bug. 
There 


must be something distasteful in this 
insect to the feathered world, and thus 
the species is preserved, for if it were 
not so lightning bugs would soon be- 
come extinct, as the torch they carry 
would only serve the purpose of at- 
tracting their enemies. 


It may be that the uncanny appear- 


ance of the insect, giving forth, as it 
does, a brilliant flash of light every 
moment or two, deters birds and bats 
from attacking it. but if a lightning 
bug were a toothsome morsel to a 
bird's bill any number of the feathered 
world would soon overcome their re- 
pugnance to the little living torch and 
go hunting for lightning bugs. 


To Clcnn Silver. 


Silver in daily use may be cleaned 


by immersion in strong borax and wa- 
ter for two or three hours. The water 
should be boiling when the borax and 
silver are put in. After it lias been 
taken out and dried rub it with a little 
plate powder and polish with a cham- 
ois. 
If silver ornaments are not kept 


in a case, they tarnish very quickly. 
To brighten them dip the articles in a 
strong solution of ammonia and hot 
water. 
Never rub silver with flannel 


or cotton cloth 
Plate not in general 


use should be wrapped carefully in 
tissue paper to exclude light and air, 
as these are the two factors that cause 
silver to tarnish.
